Semi wrecks on 27, spills fuel

HIGHLAND — U.S. 27 was shut 
down for hours Monday after a semi¬ 
truck drove off the road, causing its 
fuel tanks to leak dozens of gallons of 
diesel into the ground. 

The driver was uninjured in the 
wreck and no other vehicles were 
involved. 

Lincoln County Sheriff Curt Folger 
said he was dispatched to the scene of 
the wreck south of Highland 
Elementary School around 5 a.m., 
where he found the semi off the side of 
the road, in a ditch. 

The road was closed around 5:15 
a.m., and authorities began circulating 
traffic around the scene on a loop of 
Ky. 1247. 

Folger said the driver of the truck 
said he turned to miss a deer running

County agrees to pay for 
audit of McKinney Rescue

STANFORD — Lincoln 
County Fiscal Court has 
agreed to pay up to $10,000 
for a two-year audit of 
McKinney Rescue Squad's 
financial records. 

The ambulance service 
stopped providing service 
May 17 and other county 
ambulance services have been 
responding to calls in the 
McKinney area since. 

Officials cited financial 
problems as the reason for the 
closure. Magistrate Joe 
Stanley explained about a 
week after the closure that 


"the money just got gone." 

At a county ambulance 
board meeting a month after 
the closure, the McKinney 
Rescue Squad Board 
Chairman James Williams 
blamed the service's former 
Operations Director Stephen 
Wood for the financial prob¬ 
lems, alleging Wood had mis¬ 
handled billing paperwork 
and closed down the ambu¬ 
lance service without board 
approval. 

But no formal investigation 
of what happened has been 
completed and there have

STANFORD — A Crab 
Orchard man did not attend 
a hearing in Lincoln Circuit 
Court Tuesday because he is 
still recovering from a self- 
inflicted gunshot wound he 
suffered in early May. 

Assistant Commonwealth’s 
Attorney Carol Hill told the 
court Danny Brummett cur¬ 
rently is at Cardinal Hill 
rehabilitation 
hospital in 
Lexington, 
where he still 
is being treat¬ 
ed for a gun¬ 
shot wound to 
the head. 

Brummett was airlifted to 
a Lexington hospital after 
shooting his granddaughter 
in the thigh and then turning 
the gun on himself May 9 
near his home on Simpson 
Road. Police said Brummett 
also shot at his wife that day 
but missed her as she fled to

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Glenn Greenwald is a writer for the 
British newspaper The Guardian.

And he is a 
central figure in the sensational disclosures 
of covert surveillance programs conducted 
by the U.S. that have touched nations 
around the planet. 

Welcome to the new global world — 
quite literally — of journalism that is chal¬ 
lenging both the notions and definitions of 
a free press and who is a journalist. 

The news media have a direct, obvious 
stake in how the issues are resolved. But 
now close behind are government officials 
roiled over what they see as questionable 
motives of Greenwald and other writers 
involved in the disclosure of classified 
government information about the 
National Security Agency programs. 

And then there are First Amendment 
advocates and government advocates of a 
proposed national “shield law” protecting 
journalists and sources, who face a thorny 
problem of deciding in upcoming months 
who is covered by that law and who is not. 

A little perspective: Acerbic media critic 
A.J. Liebling essentially was correct for 
his time when he wrote more than 60 
years ago that"freedom of the press is 
guaranteed only to those who own one." 

For many years, the matter of “who is a 
journalist?” largely was settled along his 
observation. In practice, if not statute, the 
free press was seen as a print or broadcast 
news operation or as a publishing organi¬ 
zation. “Journalism” was what those enti¬ 
ties did, and those employed by them were 
“journalists.” 

There were some notable achievements 
— and exceptions — under that system. 
CBS News documentaries such as 1960’s 
“Harvest of Shame,” exposing to the 
nation the deplorable conditions endured 
by migrant workers, is an example. The 
press of course had a pivotal role in help¬ 
ing to expose scandal and cover-ups rang¬ 
ing from the Pentagon Papers to 
Watergate. 

And there were those practitioners like 
I.F. Stone, self-identified as both an inde¬ 
pendent investigative reporter and a politi¬ 
cal activist. In the spirit of colonial era 
“pamphleteers” and of later writers called 
muckrakers, I.F.Stone’s Weekly, which 
reached its circulation peak in the 1960s, 
was investigative reporting tinged proudly 
with advocacy, challenging the notion that 
good journalists were simply nonpartisan 
and objective. 

Stone once wrote that a journalist’s duty 
was “to write the truth, to defend the weak 
against the strong, to fight for justice, to 
bring healing perspectives to bear on the 
terrible hates and fears of mankind in the 
hope of someday bringing about a world 
in which men will enjoy the differences of 
the human garden, instead of killing each 
other over them.” 

A formal review of journalism in the 
United States came in the mid-20th 
Century, with the scholarly Hutchins 
Commission on Freedom of the Press. In 
1947, it set out five goals for the news 
media, including “a truthful, comprehen¬ 
sive and intelligent account of the day's 
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events, in context.” The commission bol¬ 
stered the idea that a free press, with fair¬ 
ness and balance, provides the essential 
service of informing fellow citizens and 
contributing to self-governance — essen¬ 
tially, providing the mechanism of democ¬ 
racy. 

Re-reading the commission’s work 
makes clear the generational bulwark it 
helped build for the news media’s consti¬ 
tutional role as a watchdog on government 
and as a news-gathering mechanism and 
surrogate for the public. 

But the commission also advanced a 
theory of social responsibility: decisions 
about news should consider the good that 
such reporting would bring to society. At 
the time, its members were worried that a 
new generation of press moguls had little 
concern over social good, that there was 
little effective self-criticism in the press, 
combined with a declining ability for out¬ 
siders to be heard, in an increasingly pow¬ 
erful news and information media. 

Enter the internet — and what is now 
shaping up as the next great “reset” in 
journalism. 

The Web’s empowerment of bloggers 
and others to reach mass audiences has no 
history of self-restraint or media “gate¬ 
keepers” reflected in the Hutchins’ recom¬ 
mendations. It provides the ultimate in 
opportunity for individual engagement, 
reaction and response. 

From aggregators to agitators, reporters 
to disclosers, from leakers to sources to 
whistleblowers — news, information and 
comment on the Web simply flows. 
Participants in this grand, new global net¬ 
work range from media stalwarts such as 
The New York Times, to individual writers 
such as Greenwald — who is also a 
lawyer and blogger — to innovative news 
operations such as The Guardian with a 
new eye to the international. And then 
there is the self-described journalism-and- 
activist enterprise WikiLeaks, which along 
with millions of bloggers and tweeters, 
owes no particular allegiance to compa¬ 
nies, geography or political boundaries. 

In this new world, it may be that the 
function of conveying news and informa¬ 
tion to others — not institution, tradition, 
means or method — is how journalists and 
journalism are best identified. Certainly, 
through our nation’s history, that ultimate¬ 
ly is what the First Amendment has pro¬ 
tected. 

And Independence Day 2013 is as good 
a point as any to mark the start of this rev¬ 
olutionary — or at least evolutionary — 
debate.

Upset county board 
won't pay for 
advanced EMS service

ed more money from the Lincoln County 
Ambulance Board and they were denied what 
they asked for.

Children deserve 
effective teachers 

There are over 40,000 teachers in the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky. All are col¬ 
lege graduates. All have passed state certi¬ 
fication tests. Is that enough to measure 
how good a teacher is? Is “good” good 
enough? I have twin preschool age chil¬ 
dren, both of whom have a speech disorder. 
Having a good teacher is not enough for my 
girls. Both of my girls need an effective 
teacher. Your children, nieces, nephews, 
and grandchildren need effective teachers, 
too. 

From early elementary through high 
school, there is an enormous focus on mak¬ 
ing sure that all students are “College and 
Career Ready.” In order for all students to 
be college and career ready by graduation, 
teachers must not only be an expert in the 
content in which they teach, but also must 
have the tools and methods necessary to 
teach the content in a way to ensure that all 
students are challenged and having their 
needs met on a daily basis. The National 
Center for Education Statistics found in 
2010 that the average earning of a college 
graduate was about $45,000, while the aver¬ 
age earning of a high school graduate was 
about $30,000. Imagine the implications 
those earning would have on your students’ 
lives and the community in which we live. 

Current evaluation systems typically only 
include observations by administrators with 
minimal feedback to help teachers improve. 
This does nothing to help mediocre teach¬ 
ers, or even good teachers improve and 
become more effective. This type of evalu¬ 
ation system maintains the current level of 
teachers, which statistically is not leading to 
great results across the state as Kentucky 
schools are currently producing almost 40% 
of high school graduates who are not ready 
for life after high school. 

To support teachers in the task of ensur¬ 
ing all students are college and career ready, 
the Kentucky Department of Education is 
currently training teachers and administra¬ 
tors on how to implement a new teacher 
evaluation system: Professional Growth and 
Effectiveness System (PGES). The PGES 
will help all teachers become more effective 
by supporting teachers as they grow profes¬ 
sionally. There will be six components to 
the PGES for teachers: observations (by 
administrators), peer observations, reflec¬ 
tion, professional growth, student growth, 
and student voice. Some areas are more 
controversial than others, but all areas are 
meant to make all teachers better and more 
effective. 

As a parent of two special needs 
preschoolers, I know that my children must 
have great and effective teachers in order to 
be successful in school. But, this isn’t just 
what my children need, it’s what every child 
needs and deserves. They deserve to be 
challenged and have their needs met on a 
daily basis as part of thoughtful planning 
and preparation, quality instruction, and a 
safe environment. Students deserve to be 
taught by teachers who are continually 
improving through professional activities, as 
well as by teachers who are analyzing data 
to ensure that all students are making 
progress in school. Mediocre teachers will 
not be sufficient. All of our children 
deserve effective teachers.

Lincoln County Public 
Library, together with 
Kentucky Chautauqua, will 
present Adolph Rupp: The 
Coach at Lincoln County 
Public Library on Tuesday, 
July 16, at 6:30 p.m. 

During the 42 years he 
coached at the University of 
Kentucky, Adolph Rupp 
(1901-1977) raised basket¬ 
ball to near-religious status 
in the Commonwealth. 
Basketball took its place 
next to horses, coal and 
bourbon as one of the cultur¬ 
al icons that characterizes 
the state. Rupp’s teams won 
880 games, four national 
championships and one 
Olympic gold medal. There 
was a flip-side to all this suc¬ 
cess - the Kentucky team 
was suspended for the 1952- 
53 season after a point-shav¬ 
ing scandal, and Rupp was 
heavily criticized for taking 
so long to integrate his pro¬ 
gram. 

Adolph Rupp grew up in 
Kansas, the son of immi¬ 
grant farmers. He played 
three years of varsity basket¬ 
ball at the University of 
Kansas, but never scored a 
point. He began his coaching 
career in Kansas, but soon 
moved on to Iowa and then 


Illinois. The University of 
Kentucky hired him in 1930. 
Rupp’s genius for public 
relations and his team’s win¬ 
ning ways combined to 
make Kentucky basketball a 
statewide phenomenon, a 
point of pride around which 
Kentuckians of all stripes 
still rally. 

Edward B. Smith portrays 
Adolph Rupp for Kentucky 
Chautauqua. A Kentucky 
native, Smith earned a bach¬ 
elor of arts degree from 
Georgetown College, a mas¬ 
ter of arts degree from the 
University of North Carolina 
at Chapel Hill and a Ph.D. 
from the University of Texas 
at Austin, all in performance 
studies. Smith is co-director 
of the Kentucky Educational 
Speech and Drama 
Association and a member 
of the Kentucky Film Lab’s 
Advisory Board. He teaches 
theatre and film classes at 
Georgetown College, where 
he is an associate professor. 
In addition to his work 
adapting Kentucky literature 
for the stage, Smith is an 
award-winning filmmaker. 
He also portrays Justice John 
Marshall Harlan for 
Kentucky Chautauqua. He 
lives in Cynthiana with his 


wife Betsy and his three 
sons, Ethan, Harry, and 
Ross.

Cooper seconded the 
motion and then voted for 
it, along with Couch and 
Councilman Jimmy Evans, 
who said "I hate to, but I 
vote yes."

Prior to the vote, Peyton 
told city council members 
he believes revenue from 
the business license fees 
will help the city become 
self-sufficient and avoid 
having to take money from 
the water department to 
cover its bills. 

"I don’t have a problem 
when the water department 
is able to help pay for the 
extras," Peyton said. "But 
the city should be ... finan¬ 
cially solvent to pay its 
own bills during the year." 

As an example, Peyton 
pointed out the city of 
Hustonville has a little less 
than $7,000 of un-spoken- 
for money in its general 
fund. But it has an insur¬ 
ance bill of more than 
$10,000 due, which it will 
have to take money from 
the water department funds 
to pay. 

Couch acknowledged 
the city has a revenue 
need. 

"If we could get by with¬ 
out paying taxes, I’d 
choose not to pay taxes. 
But I also agree, the city 
does need some kind of 
revenue," Couch said. 
"Any little bit helps I 
guess, without prodding 
people to death." 

Peyton estimated the 
business license fee ordi¬ 
nance could bring in 
around $2,000 annually. 
Combine that income with 
added income from other 
options like increasing the 
city’s insurance premium 
tax and Peyton said he 
thinks the city can become 
self-sufficient. 

"As far as the city’s nor¬ 
mal annual bills, the city 
should be able to sustain 
itself," he said. "We’re at 
the point now that if we 
lost the water department, 
the city wouldn’t last a year 
— it would be bankrupt." 

Peyton said 

Hustonville’s insurance 
premium tax — a tax 
applied on all insurance 
premiums paid by 
Hustonville residents — is 
currently at 3 percent. The 
statewide average is more 
than 8 percent, while many 
cities close by are charging 
9 percent, he said. 

Peyton suggested 
Hustonville could increase 
its insurance premium tax 
to 6 percent and still have 
one of the lowest in the 
area. Such an increase 
could generate $15,000 in 
revenue for the city, he 
said. 

"I understand the hesita¬ 
tion," Peyton said. 
"Nobody wants to come in 
and just raise taxes and 
raise taxes. ... Really, that 
would put the city in the 
black. I don’t think there 
would be a lot left over. 
The city doesn’t need to be 
putting CDs in the bank, 
but the city should be able 
to fund its own operation 
through the year." 

Many council members, 
including members who 
voted against the business 
license fee, said they were 
open to the idea and want¬ 
ed to discuss it further at 
the next meeting.

$5,000 toward the sewer proj¬ 
ect as a local match for poten¬ 
tial grant funding. 

Luther Galloway, a sewer- 
project engineer, told city 
council members entering into 
the contract and pledging the 
$5,000 would greatly benefit 
the sanitation district’s efforts 
to obtain grant funding. 

The signed contract is 
required so the district can 
apply for a $1 million commu¬ 
nity development block grant. 
Pledging $5,000 in local funds 
makes the district more likely 
to have success in applying for 
grant money, Galloway said. 

When reviewers look at 
grant applications, seeing $0 on 
the line for local funds pledged 
"doesn’t look good," Galloway 
said. 

Lincoln County Fiscal Court 
has also pledged $20,000 for 
the project, giving the district a 
total of $25,000 in local fund¬ 
ing it can list. 

Hustonville Mayor David 
Peyton said he supports pledg¬ 
ing the $5,000 because of the 
importance of sewer to 
Hustonville’s future potential. 

"I think it would be absolute¬ 
ly the best $5,000 we’ve ever 
spent here, if it helps get this 
grant and get the ball rolling," 
Peyton said. 

Council members seemed in 
agreement that bringing sewer 
to the area was a high priority. 

"The benefit from the sewer 
is not just going to be this year 
or the next year, it’s going to be 
from now on," Councilman 
Jimmy Evans said. 

The sanitation contract will 
require Hustonville to bill 
sewer customers once the 
sewer system is installed and 
provide personnel for daily 
maintenance and repairs on the 
system. 

Hustonville will get an esti¬ 
mated $3,000 annually for pro¬ 
viding billing and the district 
will reimburse Hustonville for 
the costs associated with pro¬ 
viding maintenance and 
repairs, according to the con¬ 
tract. 

Peyton said after Hustonville 
configures its billing software 
that is already used to bill the 
city’s water customers, there 
should be almost no cost asso¬ 
ciated with providing the 
billing service for the district. 

Galloway said the initial 
contract is for just two years of 
sewer service, so the city and 
district can figure out what 
works and what doesn’t during 
the shorter time period. 

"You all are new at this. The 
district is new at it," Galloway 
said. "So you all need some 
time to get some experience 
under your belt." 

The district is attempting to 
coordinate funding sources to 
begin a $5.5 million project 
that would bring sewer to an 
estimated 500 customers living 
south of Junction City and a 
small number of homes in 
Hustonville, along with 
Hustonville Elementary 
School. 

Officials hope future phases 
of sewer development would 
bring sewer to all homes in 
Hustonville and along the U.S. 
127 corridor in western 
Lincoln County. 

The sanitation district began 
pursuing sewer possibilities 
when it was formed by the 
Lincoln County Fiscal Court in 
2011 to tackle the problem of 
heavy pollution from humans 
in the Dix River watershed.

hospital's administration. 

During her impromptu speech, 
Denham said her most memorable 
moment was on her first day of 
work. She began work on July 3, 
1963, and figured she would not 
have to work the next day. Her 
boss burst her bubble by inform¬ 
ing her that the hospital was a 
24/7, every-day-of-the-year type 
of job. Denham said her favorite 
part about working at the hospital 
was the closeness of co-workers 
and interactions with the patients 
and families. 

Denham seemed very happy to 
have worked at the hospital for 50 
years and genuinely surprised that 
they threw her a party. Denham 
said she plans on continuing to 
work at the hospital for as long as 
possible. 



County employee alleges favoritism by officials

STANFORD — A county 
government office assistant 
has publicly accused elected 
officials in Lincoln County of 
favoritism after discovering 
how much an office assistant 
in the road department makes. 

"I'm saying someone was 
given a raise for $1.39 an 
hour for moving to a different 
position. The other two peo¬ 
ple was not given anything 
for moving to different posi¬ 
tions," Norma Atwood told 
magistrates and Judge- 
Executive Jim Adams during 
a fiscal court meeting last 
month. "That is why I'm dis¬ 
puting, and that's why I do not 
understand. And I also do not 
understand how someone 
could move so quickly up on 
the pay scale but the other 
ones remain down." 

Atwood's complaint cen¬ 
ters on herself and another 
office assistant, both of whom 
used to work in the old 
Lincoln County courthouse. 

One year ago, magistrates 
approved some job changes 
after the Lincoln County 
Planning and Zoning office 
was relocated into the old 


courthouse. With planning 
and zoning located in the 
same building as the offices 
of judge-executive, tax 
administrator and building 
inspector, it allowed office 
assistants to share job duties 
between the offices. 

One assistant position was 
freed by the shuffle to move 
to the Lincoln County Road 
Department office, where 
Adams said an assistant was 
badly needed. 

Atwood and county offi¬ 
cials agree Atwood was 
offered the job at the road 
department but she declined 
at least in part because of her 
allergies to dust. 

Both sides also agree one of 
the other courthouse office 
assistants was then given the 
road department job, which 
paid $1.39 more per hour than 
that assistant's previous posi¬ 
tion in the courthouse. 

Magistrates approved all 
job changes at a public fiscal 
court meeting June 26, 2012, 
and no objections were raised 
by anyone at that time. 

But this year, Atwood 
wrote a letter and appeared 
before magistrates to com¬ 
plain about the pay change for 
the other office assistant, after 


seeing how much the other 
assistant was scheduled to 
earn in the coming fiscal year. 

"All I'm asking is that the 
pay and the raises be awarded 
fairly," Atwood wrote in her 
letter. "It shouldn't matter who 
you are, who hired you, who 
you or your family are friends 
with, etc." 

Adams asked Atwood why 
she was bringing this up now, 
when magistrates approved a 
budget with the pay rate in 
question 12 months ago. 

Atwood responded she had 
not seen the different pay 
rates until she looked at this 
year's budget. 

Magistrate David Faulkner 
told Atwood he couldn't 
understand why she would 
choose to complain publicly 
about another employee's 
salary when she is making 
about $7,000 more now than 
she did when she started six 
years ago. Faulkner said 
county officials have worked 
hard to avoid large-scale cut¬ 
backs in staff that could have 
caused her job to be eliminat¬ 
ed entirely. 

"I understand exactly what 
you're saying; I don't under¬ 
stand why you're saying it," 
Faulkner told her during the 


fiscal court meeting. "I 
wouldn't do this if somebody 
was willing to give me this 
kind of a job in today's envi¬ 
ronment and keep me 
employed." 

Atwood and others in atten¬ 
dance with her at the meeting 
walked out after Adams 
began listing off various ben¬ 
efits the county offers to 
employees beyond their 
salaries. 

"I do know that we cannot 
pay a lot of money," Adams 
said, his voice getting louder 
to reach Atwood as she left 
the courtroom. "But our bene¬ 
fits are more than adequate." 

After Atwood left, magis¬ 
trates Lonnie Pruitt and 
Johnnie Padgett echoed 
Faulkner's feelings, saying 
they did not single out anyone 
to get more money on pur¬ 
pose and they're doing what 
they can to avoid any layoffs. 

Faulkner closed discussion 
by saying he doesn't think 
there's any kind of favoritism 
going on. 

"It's disappointing to me 
because this court tried hard 
to be fair to everybody," he 
said. "... The worst problem 
you ever have is when some¬ 
one knows what someone 


else makes." 

When magistrates 

approved the creation of the 
new road department office 
assistant position last year, the 
pay rate was set at $12.64 per 
hour, which officials said was 
the same as the base pay rate 
for a truck operator in the 
department. 

Adams said last week that 
county officials set the pay- 
rate for the position so it 
would be comparable to other 
low-level positions in the 
same department. 

Adams provided The 
Interior Journal with salaries 
of four other low-level road 
department employees who 
are budgeted this year to 
make anywhere from 11 
cents-per-hour less to 26 
cents-per-hour more than the 
office assistant in question. 

A fifth low-level road 
department employee who is 
"fairly new" makes $1.11 per 
hour less than the office assis¬ 
tant, and two part-time work¬ 
ers make $3.43 per hour less, 
Adams said. 

Adams said if Atwood had 
taken the road department 
position when it was offered 
to her, she would be making 
the same amount the current 


office assistant is making. But 
it wouldn't have been as big 
an increase for Atwood, 
because she has been working 
for the county longer and 
already made substantially 
more than the office assistant 
who took the position, he 
added. 

Atwood said after the meet¬ 
ing that she took issue with 
the pay increase because 
Adams had told her he gave 
the job to the other office 
assistant as a "reward." 

She also noted she makes 
less than the office assistants 
at the road department and at 
the jail. 

"I feel there's some 
favoritism going on," she 
said. "I would just like for it to 
be fair." 

Atwood said she feels she 
should have received an 
equivalent increase of $1.39 
per hour when the other office 
assistant changed positions, 
because Atwood's duties in 
the courthouse changed as 
well. 

"It took me six years to get 
where I'm at and it took her 
(the road department office 
assistant) two years to get 
where she's at," Atwood 
said. 
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Frith finishes first in Fourth of July Bluegrass 10,000

Emily Frith, who missed 
last year’s race because of a 
stress fracture, didn’t have 
any high expectations going 
into the 2013 Bluegrass 
10,000 in Lexington on July 
4. 

The 19-year-old Stanford 
runner was simply looking at 
the 6.2-mile event as a train¬ 
ing workout and a way to 
renew old friendships. But 
she surprised herself by win¬ 
ning the women’s division in 
37 minutes, 10 seconds. 

“Actually (winning) didn’t 
even cross my mind,” Frith 
said. “I was just doing it for 
like a fun summer race, and I

wanted to get out there and 
see some people that I 
haven’t seen in a while.” 

But win she did. Frith, a 
Bellarmine University junior 
majoring in exercise science, 
easily claimed the women’s 
victory, finishing 1:47 ahead 
of runner-up Ashley King of 
Louisville, who crossed in 
38:57. Varinka Ensminger of 
Lexington placed third and 
2012 runner-up Betsy Laski, 
also of Lexington, was 
fourth. 


With a focus on having 
fun and not winning, Frith, 
who placed fifth in the 2011 
Bluegrass 10K, didn’t real¬ 
ize she was leading the 
women’s race until about 
four miles in. 

“Before I’d asked my 
coach if he wanted me to just 
like do a workout or run it to 
actually race and he said, 
‘Well just see how you feel. 
Run the first half like con¬ 
trolled, and if you feel good 
just go from there.’ That’s 


what I did and I felt good,” 
Frith said. “That got me to 
thinking I’m just gonna 
speed up, and then people 
started saying, ‘Oh, there’s 
the first girl.’ Like I didn’t 
even know I was in the lead 
until then.” 

And that’s when Frith’s 
run went from just fun to 
competitive. 

“I thought, ‘Well, if I’m in 
the lead I don’t want to lose 
it. ’ So I started picking it up 
a little more and a little 
more. When I started to real¬ 
ize that I could maybe win it, 
I got excited,” she said. 

Frith and the more than 
3,200 other runners who 
competed in the Bluegrass 
10K had to run in a light 
drizzle.

Dedicated runners will usu¬ 
ally pound the pavement rain 
or shine, but what would 
make someone decide to 
walk more than 3 miles on a 
rainy Saturday morning — 
and to pay for the privilege? 

In the case of Pattie Sims 
of Stanford, it was simply a 
desire to get moving again. 

Sims was one of 39 partic¬ 
ipants who braved the rain 
for the Firecracker 5K on 
Saturday in downtown 
Stanford, and one of a very 
few who walked most or all 
of the 3.1-mile course.

“After I paid for it, it’d 
probably have to be light¬ 
ning or something before I 
wouldn’t run,” Morgan 
Bottoms of Stanford said. 

Bottoms has been running 
for a relatively short time, 
and he said one advantage of 
running in the rain is that it 
isn’t as hot as it might other¬ 
wise be in July. 

“I enjoy it. I’d rather it be 
prettier weather, but it’s not 
bad. You stay a whole lot 
cooler,” he said.

Kentucky Afield Outdoors: 

Fish offshore for post-spawn largemouth bass 


FRANKFORT — The wet 
and unseasonably cool weather 
pattern lately seems more con¬ 
sistent with Derby week than 
the typical July weather. 

Chris Hickey, black bass 
research biologist for the 
Kentucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources, said the 
cool weather delayed the large- 
mouth bass spawn a couple of 
weeks, but now everything is 
on schedule as we head into the 
heat of summer. 

He said anglers report large- 
mouth bass gathering on the 
channel ledges on Kentucky 
and Barkley lakes. 

Summer fishing for large- 
mouth bass frustrates many 
anglers, although anglers them¬ 
selves are usually the source of 
the problem. The anglers often 
don’t change the presentation or 
places they fish from the spring 
season, although their summer 
catch often consists of a few 
small male “buck” bass. 

Forget fishing the visible 
cover along the bank and 
instead concentrate on off-shore 
structures such as channel 
ledges, submerged islands, 
humps and long points to catch 
bass during the day in July and 
August. Studying a map of the 
underwater features reveals 
these fish-holding structures. 
Anglers should plan on probing 
several during a day of fishing. 

“I look for three things for 
deep ledge fishing,” said Ryan 
Oster, federal aid coordinator 
for the fisheries division of 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife. 
“The first is the presence of bait, 
the second is stumps and the 
third is current. Mussel beds on 


the ledge are also a big help.” 

Oster, formerly the assistant 
western fisheries district biolo¬ 
gist who helped manage 
Kentucky and Barkley lakes, 
prefers deep running 
crankbaits, 7- to 10-inch 
straight-tailed worms rigged on 
Shakey heads and heavy foot¬ 
ball jig and trailer combinations 
to fish ledges from 12 to 25 feet 
deep on these lakes. 

“I like the Sexy Shad color 
for clear water and the char¬ 
treuse Sexy Shad for stained 
water in my deep crankbaits,” 
Oster said. “Typically, bass 
want it raking across the bot¬ 
tom. On some days, fish want a 
slow and steady retrieve and on 
others, they want a fast retrieve. 
Mix it up until they hit.” 

Boat positioning is important 
to keep these lures crawling on 
the bottom and across those 
underwater ledges and humps. 
Some anglers use marker buoys 
to visualize the ledge or hump. 

Slowly crawl a Shakey head 
rig along the bottom, stop it 
eveiy few feet and shake the 
rod tip to wiggle the worm and 
entice bass. Anglers fishing jigs 
may also work the bottom, but 
many “stroke” a heavy football 
jig by ripping it off the bottom 


with their rod tip and letting the 
lure fall on a slack line. Trophy 
largemouths often hit the jig on 
the fall. 

Use at least /bounce of 
weight to get down to the deep 
structure. Many opt for %- 
ounce or 1-ounce jigs. Shakey 
worms in green pumpkin, black 
or purple work well in deep 
water. Black jigs in combina¬ 
tion with blue, purple, brown or 
chartreuse produce deep bass. 

During the hottest times of 
the year, largemouth bass sus¬ 
pend over the ledge or hump 
and ignore lures worked on bot¬ 
tom. A swimbait works well for 
suspended bass. 

Pearl-colored swimbaits with 
shades of gray, blue and light 
purple work well. Fish the 
swimbait just above bottom 
rigged on a %-ounce or 3/8- 
ounce head as heavier heads 
deaden the lure’s action. Oster 
prefers 5-inch swimbaits. 

Points that extend well out 
into the lake are high percent¬ 
age spots for summer large¬ 
mouth bass. Jigs slowly 
crawled across the point in 
water 15 to 25 feet deep draws 
strikes. Points with stumps or 
chunk rock on them hold the 
most fish.

country at Marion County 
Middle School, said it isn’t 
easy to run in the rain, but 
the cooler weather is a nice 
trade-off. 

“It’s actually pretty hard, 
but the rain kind of makes it 
easier to run because it’s 
cooler. It was, like, 20 
degrees hotter last year,” 
Brahm said. “But it’s still 
pretty tough because the rain 
is coming at you. And you 
get your shoes all wet.” 

Bottoms said his feet con¬ 
cern him most when running 
in rain. 

“I worry about getting 
blisters on my feet more than 
anything,” he said. 

For experienced runners 
such as Marcus Fluty of 
Danville, who runs on the 
cross country team at 
Franciscan University of 
Stuebenville (Ohio), running 
through the rain is old hat. 

“Most of us, it’s some¬ 
thing that we already do reg¬ 
ularly. The longer you run, 
you have to start getting out 
in the rain,” Fluty said. “But 
yeah, it’s not fun when you 
look out the window and you 
see a whole bunch of rain 
coming down.” 

Fluty, who finished 18th in 
the Allegheny Mountain 
Collegiate Conference men’s 
cross country championship 
as a junior last fall, won 
Saturday’s race in 18 min¬ 
utes, 10 seconds, and he said 
he didn’t think the condi¬ 
tions slowed him down 
much at all. 

“I thought it was going to 
be a lot harder, but it was 
actually not too bad. I ran 
almost exactly what I 
expected to run, about 10 
seconds away, so not too 
bad,” he said. 

This was the second rainy 
race in three days for a num¬ 
ber of the runners, who also 
ran in Independence Day 5- 
kilometer races that got 
rained on in Danville and 
Liberty. 

Bottoms, who ran in 
Danville on Thursday, said 
the rain made what would 
already have been a difficult 
turnaround even tougher. 

“About a year is about all 
I’ve been running, so it’s 
tough for me to turn around 
in that short a time period,” 
he said.

Management tips to control 
weeds in pastures and hayfields 


Following good pas¬ 
ture management prac¬ 
tices is one of the best 
ways to eliminate weeds 
and unwanted plants in 
grass pastures and hay- 
fields. Weedy type plants 
reduce quality, and some¬ 
times quantity, of desir¬ 
able forages available to 
livestock. Some plants 
are even potentially poi¬ 
sonous to grazing ani¬ 
mals. 

To reap the most forage 
quantity and quality from 
pastures, use manage¬ 
ment practices to encour¬ 
age growth of a vigorous, 
dense stand of desirable 
forage grasses and 
legumes, yet limit germi¬ 
nation and growth of 
unwanted plants. 

Remember, weed seed 
can germinate in thin pas¬ 
ture stands, and unwant¬ 
ed plants are more prone 
to become established in 
these areas. 

Recognize that all 
weeds aren’t detrimental 
as livestock forage. Some 
weedy plants have nutri¬ 
tional value, especially 
those used in the early 
vegetative growth stages 
such as chicory and crab- 
grass. So let your live¬ 
stock graze these weeds 
while they are young and 
tender and before they 
get ready to bloom. 

Good pasture manage¬ 
ment starts with timely 
mowing and good graz¬ 
ing practices. Well-timed 
mowing before weedy 
plants can produce new 
seed helps prevent pro¬ 
duction and spread of 
weed seeds. Where 
perennial weeds domi¬ 
nate (such as ironweed, 
thistles and chicory) fre¬ 
quent mowing can curtail 
weeds’ growth by deplet¬ 
ing their root reserves. 
Avoid overgrazing as this 
opens up the good forage 
canopy allowing weeds 
to get a good start in the 
thin spots. Never graze 
grass pastures shorter 
than four inches in height 
as doing so really lets the 
weeds come in and take 
over. 

Maintaining the opti¬ 
mum soil lime and fertili¬ 
ty levels is another weed 
prevention practice. Take 
annual soil tests and 
apply fertilizer and lime 
accordingly to ensure the 
best levels for pasture 
growth and quality. Also, 
keep fence rows and 


adjacent fields free of 
troublesome weeds such 
as thistle and multiflora 
rose. 

In some cases, herbi¬ 
cide use probably is the 
most desirable weed con¬ 
trol method. However, 
it’s important to remem¬ 
ber that you can’t effec¬ 
tively control all weeds 
with a single herbicide 
product. So, when con¬ 
sidering herbicide use, 
determine the types of 
weeds to be controlled, 
their life cycles and the 
best time of year to apply 
the herbicide. Remember 
to note any grazing or 
forage harvest restric¬ 
tions. You will find that 
the majority of our trou¬ 
blesome weeds need to 
be sprayed in April. 

Avoid applying herbi¬ 
cides in mid-summer, 
because many common 
products for pastures can 
injure nearby, sensitive 
broadleaf crops like 
tobacco, vegetables and 
ornamentals, especially 
under high air tempera¬ 
tures and humidity. 

There are two general¬ 
ly preferred times of year 
to apply herbicides in 
grass pastures: in the fall 
to early winter months, or 
in the spring after plants 
begin actively growing. 
This varies by weed type 
so you can talk to me 
about your weed prob¬ 
lems and we will give 
you a recommendation 
based on what is best for 
your pasture weed prob¬ 
lems. 

As it is true with any 
good management pro¬ 
gram, use a variety of 
practices to prevent and 
combat weed infestations 
in pastures. Remember, 
timely mowing is an 
effective cultural weed 
control practice. Apply 
herbicides only if and 
when the situation war¬ 
rants their use. Keep fer¬ 
tilizing and lime levels 
adequate and use rota¬ 
tional grazing to avoid 
overgrazing.
